Our readers will remember the sub- 
stance of a telegraphic dispatch that was 
transmitted from Nashville, Tennessee, 
to Washington, D. C., over eight years 
ago, W. G. Brownlow, then governor, 
being the author, Hon. John W. Forney 
the recipient, and the then president, 
Johnson, the principal subject thereof.
